EARLY DAYS IN IOWA 


On Thanksgiving day, Novenbver 2k, 16555 my father, 
Charles “illion Breed, my sother Ha ieeners Ann Porter, were 
married by Jucse Giles Julius Hakes, Justice of the Pence, 
of Jones County, Iowae 


There had been opvosition to the marriace by ny nm ee 's 
family; uy father was a young farner livins at home wit! 
parents, vovothers and sisters. They had cone west fron "New 
York State a few years previous to secure cheaper and more 
jend in lorne 


After the brief wedding ceremony, the youns couple fr 
to my cother's homee Their stay was brief; they soon r 
a farm house down the road about a mile. iy father so 
watche-his one luxuryee to buy a second hand stove, ro 
lent then a few essentinis. With only good health hte 
a@ new hone was in the makinege 


My parents lived in this farm house ceveral years. It 
wes euere my brother Narcus was born, Aucust 29, 1250. The 


next yeor 2 little daushter came along, but linsered only a 
bricf “eh e 
These we ai7ficult tires for the young couple, but kind 


frionds save asa in this np of sorrow. A neishborliy wason 
maker mzde a little casket; and his kindwife fashioned a 
little robe ast of my see gate weading gown of white dotted 
swiss. Tnen lieved ones carried the aEakio? one ncross the 
fielé to the i ll around near bye It is known today a 
Rorwich Ceneteryg where tne parents and one brother lie 
buried.

My naternal erandparents were Mathew Porter, born in 
Adana County, Ohio, Hearia Mctarland, Culpeper county, Virginia, 
October 25, 1819. Grandfather born, Septe 20, 1515. 


endfather's farn was leented on the Cla Military 
road that ran from Dubuque to CGuslington, about one rile 
distant froia little villaze colled fairvicw. The little 
haslet had ncoped to be a bir city someday, but the hoped-for 
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Railroad chansed its plens and went to the neighboring town 
of Anamosae It continues to be a small village. 


The family home was a large rambling farm house. Utility 
rooms, carriage, and wood house attached to the rear of the - 
main building. 


Grandfather Porter had red hair and beard, Grandmother 
dark brown hair. The children were eaually divided, with red 
and dark hair; there were seven sons and four daughters who 
lived to moturity; two or three passed away in infancy. 


ly own Mother had a luxuriant mass of dark red hair 
which wes a worry, aS well as pride, although she lived to be 
eighty nine her hair beautifully sprinkled «wth grey was heavy 
and curley as in herearly lifee She loved to have it dressed 
and cared for. 


IN LATe&R YLARS ~ 


Over the hill a:d one half mile from ny grendfathers, 
lived my Aunt, Minerva Duifont, my mother's sister. Across 
from her rarden on the interesection of two roads, stood a little 
red school house long since gonee Dorn the road to the left 
was a bubbling spring with an abundance cf water cress. 


My Aunt passed away in her young womanhood. 


After my srandmother cecare reconciled to my mother's 
marriage and was on friéndly, terms again, she was glad to 
have a helping nand. (Three children died in intancy, but 
eleven ereyv to mturity.) 


As a child I remember foing to my crancparents! home 
on festive occasions --Christmas and Thankssiving, wren the 
whole family would come home, unlees they lived too far awaye | 
We always hed a glorious time. They were a jolly group and 
muBical. One could truthfully csll then "The Singing Porters". 
My uncle Harry would play the organ, at first it was a melodian, 
later tradec toward an organ. My uncle Fred, the youngest of 
the clan, tocebLer wth John Duviont would play harmdnicas and 
everyone would singe 


My aunt Bimina married an eastern man, Ausustus Shervane 
They always lived in town, Anamofae My aunt was quite a 
society lady. She sang in the Congrerational choire The 
family went east for a time and my aunt studied voice in 
Boston. She was a very drescey person, and to ne, the little 
country sirl, terribly exciting. I remember at one tine 
telline my school mates of ny aunt who hed two velvet dresses 
at one time, one blue anc the other red, 


My aant had one daughter, Winifred, My cousin andI were 
always the best of friends, in fact, closer than any of my 
other cousinse JI remember so well on one cecasion when I 
Visited in her home we dolled ourselves up and rubbed the red 
off the bed coverins to make our cheeks bloom. This was 
before the cays of cosmetics. Winifred married Lester Russell, 
State Exaninér.e They have one daughter Genevera. 
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My uncles, John, David, “illiam, and Fred, settled in 
Nebraskae John, David and tilliam were farmers; Fred, a hotel 
owner, in Dodge, Nebraska; Marion settled in Colorado as a 
rancher; Charles was a farmer in Iowae Harry attended Grinnell 
College, tausht music and school in various places. His last 
teaching position where he was located for many years was ina 
f B sanatorium in Viarrensville, Ohio. Earlier he had been in 
Ye Me Ce Ae work in Indiana and Chios he was married three 
tinese John Porter married Jennie Reed, a Canadian. There 
were four childrens Mattie, Gerald, Gertrude and Effie. They 
established a home in Nebraskne Janes Willian married Alice 
wee who lived ten yearsy then married £mma Gossard. There were 
two children, Grover and Ruthe David married Mary Yatson, and 
they had two sons, Ray and Guys Mary married Samuel Hyers, and 
they had five children, Nettie, Josephine, Susan, Dey, and 
Winifrede Dre Dey practiced medicine in Howels, Nebraska many 
years. Charles Franklin married Emma Chipmane There were three 
sons, Harry, Janes and Charlese Henry Marion married Anna Hulse, 
and had two daughters, Louise and Harriette Fred married Alice 
Sutherland; no offspring. The two eldest were my mother, and 
my aunt, Hinerva, who married Fred DuNont, a widower with three 
children. itachel Ann married CG. We. Breed. There were four 
children, Harcus, the baby who lived a short time, Mathew Porter, 
Jane blizae 


STARTING ANOTHER HOiiieo 


William and Rachel were anbitious, especially my mother, 
and when an opportunity came to buy some land over the line in 
Linn County, again asainst the advice of family and friends, 
they bought the land, save a mortmage and went to worke However, 
these friends who opposed the purchase, helped assenble a log 
cabine It was quite comnodiaus with a second flocre The fanily 
occupied this cabin several years. They planted a large maple 
Grove that made a windbreak to the north and west of the farm 
buildings and in later years made a fine setting and background 
for the fara buildings. 


During these years ny perents attended church services at 
Fairvicuw, a distance of about five miles. “uring a revival 
meeting conducted by Je We Ingram and John Smith, when religious 
enthusiasm ran high, they were converted and joined the Christian 
church. They were baptized by immersion in the icy waters of 
the Wapsipinicon River in the dead of winter, then wrapped in 
wara blankets bundled into bobsleds and driven eight miles home. 
It has often been told to me that no sericus after effects were 
ever experienced by this proeceduree Throushout the remaineder 
of my father's and mother's lives they were faithful to the 
profession made at this time, 1864. 


When I was two years old, 1874, the lorge new farm house 
was built. There were ten rooms, some large, some small, wth 
a double porch or piazza running across the fronte There vere 
shutter blinds all over the house that qmened from the inside 
by means cf china knobs. (A patent device, the only ons of tits 
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kind I have ever seen.) No closets in the bedrooms, we hung 
our clothes on hooks behind the bedroom doorse Fortunately 
we had: one enormous cloak room off the dining room Later 
closets were improvisede The house was painted yellow. It 
was mother's favorite color. Our first parlor carpet was 
yellow backsround with red roses in relief. Across the front 
of the house was a lovely iawn of blue grass and the front 
picket fence was covered with red cinnamon roses all summer 
longe On the south side were two rows of cherry treese On 
either side of the walk four evergreen trees lent disnity 

-to the yarde On the north sice and over the fence several 
hives of bees bussed away and sarnered in the honey. Thre 
or four tines in the summer honey was extracted from the comb 
by a machine called an extractor. le sometimes had barrels of 
honey to store and sell to neirhbors. Nother used it for 
cooking sonetines, making cake, cookies, taffy or popcorn 
balis and used lavishly on pancakes and hot breadse In the 
orchard, over the fence, were plum and apple trees, Blood 
red currants, blackberries and rows upon rows of raspberrieBe 
Mother never sold the fmuite We biistered ourselves picking 
it and then gave it away for there was always more than we 
could use@e 


Across the drive from the highway was the fenced in 
vepetebic garden, beyond was the chicken house, then the log 
house thst was now used to store farm machinery, a tall wind 
mill, and beyond the big red barn that was ny father's pride 
and joye Up near the eves of the house was the date 1580, 
the yoar it was built. It was a very modern, up to date 
Building for those dayse It had a shed for everythingee= 
corn, onts, hays You only had to pull a lever and down they 
came, ready for the animals to eate 


Bhen the haying season was on and the big loads of hay 
had to be hoisted into the hay mow, it was done by attaching 
the big hay fork into a load of hay that had been previously 
ériven into the barn and hauled up by a horse pulling from 
the outside. In the busy season, it became my job often to 
drive the horse, pviling the hay forke How I hated it! 

-I was always scared from the time the horse started until 
the men shouted stop! Ina few minutes I would have to go 
all through the agony again, and on and one 


Ky father had a pair or span of horses grown old on 
the farm. They were named Maggie and Fleet. Margie was a 
sorrel, Fleet was a lovely bay and a pacere I had learned 
to ride horse back on her broad shining backe She was 60 
gentle and willing to be ridden, but old age had crept up 
on the old dear end one day she was taken sicke The men 
dosed her and tried to cure her, and finally let her out of 
the barn to wander at will around the yard. She cane to 
the front gate and laid downe I took curry comb and brush 
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and rubbed her lovely coat until it shomee She looked at me 
with grateful eyes, but she had given ro the last ride. How 
I missed her and her memory is just as fresh today as when I 
gave her the last sad pat more than fifty years ago. 


My father had two span of mules. He liked to drive thea 
better than the horses, even to Church and to other towns. 
It was a great humiliation to mee I preferred the horses and 
carriagee 


While I loved my hose and ve had lots of company, I was 
often very lonelyi We lived too far from neirhborse No one 
could run in for a short visit. We had to make an occasion 
of ite 


My father was very fussy about the weathere He never 
took a chance on beings caught in a storm. If we planned sonse 
thing srecial, I elvays kept an eye on the sky for rain cloudse 
If very sany showed up, we stayed at hose. 


fo go back a few years in this little life story, the 
town of Martelle came into existence when the Ge He & Ste Paul 
Railroad was laid out and the tracks and depot became a 
reality, about 1572. 


That same year I came alons. Born in thelog cabin before 
mentioned in this script. ‘Tro years prior, ny brother Mathew 
had been born at the same location, namely log cabin in Linn 
County, previous to building the new housée 


After the town beeame an established fact, it seemed ade 
visable to move the Christian Church from Fairview to Martelle 
and the building was drawn by horses across the country down 
the Military Road to the new location, and a new Church 
community established in 1875+ 


My father and mother were charter memberse My father 
wes a deecon for more than forty years. He built the fire in 
winter before the church services and rang the bell of the 
churche No one could rins the bell and fet the beautiful 
tones from the metal as he seemed to doe The old bell was 
almost a replica of the Igberty Bell, even to the crack in 
the sicee I have cften expressed the belief, while my father 
was not one to speak in meeting, that when he rans the old 
bell its deep tones wafted his prayers heavenward and were 
just as effective as the ones uttered around the altar inside 
the buildinz Se 


The Communion service was observed every Sunday morning, 
ané whon it was mother's turn to prepare it, she would bake 
a little loaf on-Saturday, mark it in squares just l-rge 
enough to break off easilye The wine cup was community goblet 
that everyone sipped from<-enot individual — live in use 
todaye I was always glad if some of the loaf was left on 
the plate for I was a little hungry girl after the long 
service and I fot to eat the crunbs when mothor packed the 
service ewaye 
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The Church had a peculiar arrangement. In the front was 
the pulpit flanked on either side by the entrance doorse 
The men were supposed to enter on the left side. The women 
on the right, unless accompanied by an escort. This was fun 
for the little girl who sat on the second seat from the front, 
and could watch the people come in, especially the yojing folk, 
and note the new spring andfall clothes. 


The membership was so saall a resident minister was ime 
possible to support, so hs was forced to serve more than one 
pastorate. That necessitated his coming on Saturday and staye 
ing over until Monday in order to have two services on Sundaye 
Consequently, it was the custom for the sinister in those horse 
and buegy days to stay with some family in the churche 


As I look back over the years, there seemed to always be 
@ preacher sround. He would come on Saturday, gco te dinner 
with some one on Sunday and back to our house to stay Sunday 
night. In “inter it was due to my mother's nice warm bed. 
She would have a fire built in the parlo* stove, brings feather 
bed and bedding and hang around the stove on chairs and give 
3% a good warniaste In the summer the house was larze and 
cool, but wo always had preachers, even in the log cabine Hy 
mother often told this story about me in my very young dayst-= 
one minister, a frequent visitor in our home was Ne Ae McConnell, 
who was a pioneer orranizer and promoter of the Christian faith. 
Since there vere no baby sitters in these days, I always vent 
to church with the family. HUother was very cnrreful that I 
never left the pew where we sat, but on one occasion I slipped 
away and made a beeline for thepulpi+.e I had reached the step 
Jeadins to the platform before she sissed me, and what to do 
Bhe didn't know. But the preacher did.e He picked me up, 
Bat mo firmly down on the pulpkt chair and said, "sit there, 
missye" Hother always said I folded my hands as I had beon 
taught to do in prayer, and sat suietly throush the rest of 
the servicee It sounds rather improbablee No doubt I was 
getting a lot cf sakiusfaction out of the unusual procecdinge 
Tt never happened sgaine 


The Church in the little town was attended by all church 
going people. If the Christian Consresation did not use it, 
' the Baptist or United Brethren cr even the HNethodist held 
services in it for many years. There was e lovely sconmmnpnity 
epirit prevailinge 


Community oyster suppers, ice creas socials, concerts 
and outstanding, the big Christmas tree at holidsy soasone 
There would be cold watches, clothing, furniture, eleds, 
beautiful wax dolla, candy, nuts and apples for everybody, 
bought by generous contributions and Santa with his regalia 
end sleish bells was always on time amidst great excitenent 
and hilaritye 


The Willage boasted a brass band. Marcus, or Mark, 
ny brother, who was twelve years my senior, was one of the 
leaders, tomether with Frank Arnold and John DuMont. The 
leaders had silver instruments. I was very proud of him, 
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tooting his shiny silver Cornet in parades. Thre is something 
about a parade, @ band, martial music, that lifts one up clear 
off the earth and you soar and soar to a glory land of enthuse 
Lasme 


My brother had a nice shiny carriage that he covered with 
a big white muslin cloth and kept it in the carriage espace in ny 
father's big red barne My brother married so very young, before 
he was twenty-one, and left home while I was just a child, that 
I hardly realized I ever kad a big brother in the home. 


On one occasion I remenber his repairing a doll burry that 
-haég been passed on to me, and mother covered the parasol frame 
with pink fabrice With ay china doll sitting proudly in the 
seat I pushed it across the platform while I spoke a piece at 
some church functione I do not remenber utteri ¢ a word, I 

was BO scarede 


My other brother, Mathew Porter, (named for my grandfather 
Porter) was always called Matt. He was two years older than 
Ie We attended school tozebhere He was very good at handling 
horsese Ky father often said Matt could harness and hitch up 
a team of horses the easiest and cuickest of anyone he ever 
knewe 

My brother passed away September 18, 1898, loaving a 
young wife, Elsie “erry, and smail daughter two years old, 
named Harice Marie Alforetta Breed married Boyd Lathrop; 
they have three children, Franklin, George Dee, and Elenore.s 


My eldest brother Mark, married a former school teacher, 
Emma Pe Andersone Their childrdén were named Stella Iola, 
Charles Virgil, Harland Fay, Carlton, Laverta.e Csrilton 
passed away in infancye 


Stella Iola married Carl Wiehtmane Their children weree 
Ivan, Erma, Mona and Carl, Jre Charles Virgil married Frances 
Beseck; their children were Harold and Josephenee Harland 
Fay married Clara Perryman; their children were William and 
Verla. Laverta married Archie Burns. 


ROAD TO SCHOOL = «= 


In looking dwn memory's lane to school days the road to 
school has left a lasting impression. It was a County line 
road between Jones and Linn Countye One could walk to town 
in Linn County and return in Jones and travel the same beaten 
patche In winter when the snow was high we walked richt over 
the fences; the snow banks were firm as the ground until the 
Spring thaws begane If the roads were drifted full of snow 
and we were snow bound it became necessary to open the fences 
and drive across the fields for weeks at a tinmee It was fun 
riding in the big bobsled with plenty of blankets, taking 
a short cut to town. In summer we walked, -- rain or shinee 


Down the road from my home there was a big boulder by 
the side of the road that strange horses always shied at, 
but our horses were so accustomed to it, they never paid any 
attentions then in a little way a tiny stream, and a little 
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wooden bridgee Beyond this was the railroad track that led in 
to the town and made the distance to town and school shorter. 
Of course we had to keep on the look out for trains. There 
were a great many long freight trains on a single tracke 

(The double track was laid some years later.) Ifa train cane 
along, we often had to dash up a high embankment and get out 
of the way of the passing dangers 


This country road was a lonely, but a good rond. It led 
us to Church, Sunday School, School, friends’ homes, and best 
of all back to home. 


Today, (1952) this road to school remains untouched by 
time, unchanged in the pathway of memorye Schoolmates have 
gone, but the road stays one 


SCHOOL DAYS -« -« 


The school house, when I attended school, was a one roon 
frame building. It would house, by crowdins, at least fifty 
pupils, larse and ensll. Secinners, starting in the primary 
gerade would learn their letters, and to read by the old tine 
methode I am not sure the nev ways are any better or as goode 
The spelling bees ere lots of fun, choosing sides and spelling 
Gowne The speller that could outspell both sides was the 
winner. e never had any prizes, only the honor of being the 
best epeller that caye 


The advanced classes were of every ase. ‘There were lessons 
in MceGuffey's readers. First, second, third, fourth, fifth, 
and sixth readera were heard at least once a day; first and 
second probably twice. Two or three classes were held in arithe 
metic, geosraphy, history and physiology, also in evelling; 
then oneehalf hour psriod of writing. For fear the teacher 
was not earning his money, algebra and bookkeeping were pusned 
in after school hourse The teachers were always agraenble to 
this extra worke Row they were able to wade throurh such a 
variety of subjects dey after day, and week after week, is a 
mystery to me even tedaye Sut then they took it in their 
stride and all who attended learned somethings 


In the winter it was the custom to hire a man teacher, in 
order to manage the big boye whe came to school through the 
winter months; in the sumiuer when the boys had to help on the 
farm and the school was smaller a woman was employecde But 
sometimes a woman taught in the winter too, if ehe was especially 
Gapablic. When this happened the older boys fell for the teacher 
and were easy to handle. Likewise when a man tausht school, 
the older girls vied for his favore There was quite a rivalry 

; “among them, but nothing tragic ever happencde 


These teachers probably received the usual wage paid in 
those dayse The winter months $40.00 per month, the sumer 
wage $25 and they paid room and board out of this meager 
Balarye 
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It was always fun to go to schoole We would rush and run 
on the first morning of school to get a desirable seat, but 
for some reason or other, certain pupils always got the best, 
and us, the common kids, took what was left. Since we lived 
in the country we had to take our "dinner". (We did not call 
4t lunch in those days) And worst of all, was carrying a 
dinner pailzZ How I detested itt I would rather go hungry 
than lug one, but Hother thought differently, and food had to 
be carried. It was not so heavy, in fact it was just silly 
pride! I envied the girls who could go home to eat, ond wangled 
Many an invitation out of them to go alottee. There was not much 
to do during the noon intermission, so we who had so much tine 
would "go up tosn". There was a board walk about two blocks 
long. We traveled it daily, stopping enreute at different 
places. Louese, who was my pal, and I usually called at the 
fin shope The tinsmith was a dear old gentleman, Elder Devitt. 
He was known to everyone in the ccunty. He had been a Baptist 
minister and now retired but continued to conduct funerals 
and perform marriage ceremonies, was Superintendent of the 
Sunday school and preaced in energencies. He would cut strirs 
of the narrow tin from hia ecraps for us to wind our hair up 
at night, so we could have frizzes in the morninse I suppose 
he often would have liked to close and leck the shop door on 
us girls, although he was always courteous and made us feel 
welcome. Perhaps it was a break in the otherwise drab day 
ef mending pots and pan&e 


There were Baloons - sometines two, in our small towne 
Of course we walked real fast past those places cf vice and 
horror that brought desradation into the homes of even sone 
of our echool matese In one instance, a women ran one of 
those "dives." She eold beer end other beveragese io woman 
in the community would enter one of those vile places unless 
to pull her husband oute The woman saeloonkceper and her fanily 
were ostracized by the town folk. 


Of course we had to stop at the Post Office even if we 
had been there before on the way to schoole The post office 
was in the general storee The owner was postmaster during a 
Democratic administration, and when the Republicans were in 
power hie clerk, Henry Orzsby was the postmastere It was a 
very comfortable arrangemente The store sold everything fron 
shoe strings to neck ties, traded sierchandise for butter and 
epfese The center of the store sas filled with eacks of flonre 
On ono side the merchandise, on the other the sroceriese In 
the siddle toward the rear was the heating stove where the men 
customers or lonfere consremated, seated on nail kegs, boxes, 
anything availaeble,--with snow dust boxes hanéy for the epittere, 
and the air blue with tobacco smokee These men setticd the 
affairs of the world. 


We could hear the school bell ail over the town and at 
the first tingle we ran pell smell in order not be be tardye 
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One of the rules was to hold up one finger if you wanted to 
speak to the teacher, two fingers to speak to another scholar 
and the whole hand when one wanted to leave the room. The 
outside pluhbing consisted of a double outhouse, girls on one 
Side, boys on the otncre ‘ie borrowed drinking water from a 
neighbor's well. ‘“e used a comnunity drinking cupe How we 
ever escaped Tuberculosis, and all the other ills of humanity 
I shall never Knowe 


Vie took great pride in our progrand.e It was in the days 
when one gave recitations (not readings). Outstanding was 
Anreline Bishop, who excelled in "Sxcelsior" and "Barbara 
Fritchie’. Her sister Louise, read "Oh, Give to the Hungry 
Potatoes." Clara Robbins, the dramatic "I am Not Mad, I am 
Not Mad". Belle Ormsby who recited reams of poetry, never 
missed a worl, or chanted an inflection, and lastly but not 
leastly, was Jessie Leonard, with her very dramatic renderings 
of "King Henry of Navarre". 


Then there were the girls who rendered the music on these 
outstanding programse The two blonde sisters, Hattie and Elia 
Hakes, who sang "Whispering Hope” innucerable times. ijay (Nae) 
Pollard who played the organ andmade her own clothes. Minnie 
Arnold sang alto; Jennie Breed sang Soprance Olive and Any 
Mettee, sisters, znd Ollie's voice was so etrong it fairly made 
ones ears tinsle, but Amy had a sweet voice, like herself. 

y@ sang in the school programs and church concerts and at 
partieBe ; 


We would not forset the boys who attended the schoole They 
were supposed to sit on one side of the room and the girls on 
the other. One could easily tell which side they sat on, vy the 
carving on the seats they made with their jack knives. Janes 
Hakes, brother of Hattie and Ella, was a good locxing boy, a food 
student and made good in the business world latere He left 
school in my early vearse Henzo Bredy, who had a yen for the 
velvety browneeyed Minniee F"arl Pollard who was always in 
trouble and gettine the other boys in tooe Then Frank Ormsby 
the brother of Belle, who always knew all the answers, who read 
the loudest, sang the deeanest, usually off key, ond got the 
best gradese These bir bovs couldplay the harmonien (mouth organ) 
and we danced during the intermissionse In fact, one winter 
we had such a good time, the tencher was richt in the swim, 
with the kids that bef6re the term ended in the apring, the 
school board cbsed the school and spoiled all the fun. 


All this training we received from Mrs. Henrietta Leonard, 
(Jessie's mother,) who had two emall brothers, Harry and Leo. 
Mrse Leonard loved to direct and wes never too busy to help 
out in any waye The Leonard home was the meetin place for 
practice. Always an open house to the young people. 


In the 1880 period, autozravh albums sere the popular 
diversion.e. In looking over my album, the peges yellow with 
age, I find these wiee cuplets: "fhe talent of success is

This little dbum was given to me as a reward of merit by 
the teacher of that sessione What the nerit was I have long 
cince forgotten although I am afraid it was tho only merit 
card I ever received in school or otherwisee 


About this same time name cards were the voguee Everyone 
had a package and exchenged with all their friends, boys and 
girls alikee The more flowers printed on them, the better. 


There were secret clubs among the girise The first wae 
"Violet Virgins". The badse was yellow satin ribbon with a 
purple pansy printed on it and below V. VY. in gold letters. 

I think I can divulge the secret name safely today, since it 
4s more than sixty years sincs we disbandede One other club 
flourished for some lensth of time and we not only held meete 
ings, but raised money by different methods, socials, concerts} 
and then bought furniture for the churche It was called the 
Me Ze Pe Girls. I can't tell you the real meaning even today, 
because I have forgotten. 


Another diversion in the wintor fas revivel nsetings, 
which would last from one to four weeks, Gopsnding on the 
interest manifested therein, and the conversion of cinners, 
or those not church memberoe These revival meetings were 
conducted by the United Brethren or Methodist denosinstions © 
mostly, and created much enthusiasm and probably did a lot 
of good to the community and warmed them up for another yeare 
The young people were faithful attendants. They sang in the 
rousing choruses and looked forward to the last Amen, snd the 
time to go home with one's sweetheart, or rather best girl. 
Those vere the days before movies, and social life was rather 
Gull and comsonplacee “o the going home time was the courting 
time, and important decisions were made outside as well as 
inside the Church buildinge Ue whe played the orsan for these 
. Meetings were worn to a frazzle from pusping the old organ 
and pushing on the knee swelis till we were lame, and black 
and blue. However, it was one way of serving the Lord, and 
we thought, end we loved ite 


i@ were really a very respectable bunch of young peoples 
AS always, a fez lived on the "wrong side of the track", but 
outside of a few inetances, when the firet bahy came in tos 
big a hurry, we always noticed the second one tock more tirite 
Of course those things were hard to live down in a snall 
district, where some people had that “holier than thou" 
attitude. “ut after a wille it was forgotten. Today it seems 
to ba notbody's business but the ones concermede People are 
too busy they can't take time to notice what the other 
‘fellow is doinge "He should live a full life, free from 
pettinees and criticism, but filled with an understanding 
spirit and good will to all mene ‘ho knows tho way and 
wherefore of all things but God?" 
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THE COIUMBIAN EXPOSITION 1893 


In midsummer my father and a girl friend, Vinnie Ingran, 
and I attended the Chicago tiorlds Fair then in procresse We 
were invited to stay in the home of a relative, Dre Je We 
Ingram, who had visited us several suncers in succession. 

His wife was my father's cousin, and Dr. Insrem was ny friends's 
uncle. This apppared to be a very fine arrancenente 


In order to help out the eatin proposition, ve filled 
a large suit case with food, chicken, cake, cookies, etc. 
I had spent houre moking potato chips and after we had been 
in the home in Chicago a couple of dsys, we inquired about 
the "chips" and the maid said she had thrown them out, thinke 
ins they wore spoiled potatoes. We ware advised to buy 
World's Fair shoes, high laced tan shoes, which we did. After 
walking all day on the Fair ground in new shoes our feet were 
worn out and sore, and were we glad to don the old shoes for 
the rest of the sizhtseeinge 


The first korld Fair in Chicaso was the most beautiful 
of all theltorld Fairs that followed. It was a fairy land « 
all in white buildings like sculptured marble. A lagoon 
with its gondoliers! ‘se saw our first automovile and phonoe 
fraphe Everything was so wonderful to the country girls on 
their first visit to a larse citye Our host aid everything 
to make our stay pleasante Dr. Inzran at that time was Pastor 
of Garfield Park Christian church in Chicazoe 


fhe remsiner of that sunmser was spent in making preparae 
tions for my marringe in the fall. We made thick, warn, 
comforters, thin summer bed coverinza, henstitched sheets 
and pillow cases, made tea towels, and other things suitable 
to use in a hore. 


Hy fiance was a pharmacteat, Fe Ee Ormesby, and he had 
taken a position in Hubbard, Iowa. We were married on 
November 9, 1293, in sy parents!’ hone, a very simple little 
wedding with only reltives and a few friends presente 


Within a dsy or SO, we went to Eubbard to live, but 
remained less than a year, due to chanses made in the drug 
store at that place. 


We returned to Martelle and in a short time bourht the 
drug store there. We remained there eirht years, built a 
store building, tried very hard to make a success of the 
businesse Finally we decided the tow was too ssall end sold 
ite In 1902 Fe Ee went to North Dakota end took up a claim, 
(homestead). 


During the years we lived in Martelle, there was born 
to us a little dauchter, Carmen Marmuerite, and she vas 
the joy of our hearts. She was born January 10, 1895. She 
had grandparents at each ¢nd of town who also idolized her. 
She traveled back and forth to their reepective homes 
practically every daye In fact the grandparents took more 
care of her than her own prrents. Carsen's fathcr becane 
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postmaster and I the deputyg consequently it necessitated 43 
my being in the store and post office every day besides 
keeping house as a side issues 


Carmen's crandmother Ormsby had acquired a big Enclish 
mastiff sent to my father from a relative in Nebraska. “he 
dog had been raised with children and becaze attached to 
Carmen right awaye In fact, it became her body guard all 
through her childhood. The dog, Narshall, looked ofter her 
constantlye I think he would have laid down his life, if 
necessary, for here FMany things happened during her childe 
hood to prove iis faithfulnesse 


Carmen had a great many playthings, especially dolls. 
Santa broucht hor a new one every Christ=ase They were 
required to have long natural hair that she could comb, 
curl or braide There is a snapshot in my scrapbook inside 
a tent erected in her grandnother Ereed's yard, surrounded 
by her dolls and playthingse 


Carmen started to school when she was five years olde 
Her first teacher was Gsorgia Boxvell. 


Carmen was a good child, obedient but shy, quite une 
spoiled, which was quite remarkable with so many srandparents 
locking after her and humoring her every wish almost before 
it was expressede 


After we sold the drug store and my husband went to 
Dakote and filed on a homestead, Carmen and I renmsined in 
Martelle until July, and I kept the post office until a 
succecsor was appointede 


The returns from the post office were anvroximately 
€25.00 per month, a lot of work with small returns. F. Ee's 
father was rural mail carrier at the time and helped me 
with the reports, for I was never adept at fisures. 


On our journey to North Dakota, we stopped in Niinne 
eapolis and visited Grandma Crasby's brother George Coburn 
and family. le was Suverintendent of the County Poor Farm. 
The family hed separate living quarters from the inmates. 
Vie had a lovely visit. 


When we reached the end of our journey at Ray, North 
Dakota, it was raining harde Ve stayed that night in Public 
Shack and covered ourselves and clothing with a tarpaulin to 
keep out of the rain which came through the roof. The follove 
ing morning we went out to the Claim. That was the bluest 
and most homesick day I ever experienced. 


We had planned to make a home there, but by November 
had decided it would not paye ‘“e returned to Iowa for the 
Winter nonthse 


Fe Ee had taken a position as registered pharmacist 
in a drug store in Cedar Xapids in the late winter. So, 
in order to save our investment, leaving Carmen with the 
grandparents in Hartelle, I went alone back to the Claim 
and stayed until we could prove upe 
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The weeks I spent alone in the ehack on the Claim were 
long and lonely, although we had neishbors close by who were 
friendly. Otherwise, I would not have been able to stay alone 
BO longe 


In June 1903, we had made final payment, and returned to 
ITowae Frevious two or three days before coming to North Dake 
ota, Fe ©. had undergone a serious operation for the removal 
of an infected eyee No serious effects resulted from his 
journeye 


We established a home in Cedar Rapids in 1903. Carmen's 
father continued in the drug business for a time, but the 
Salary was Lowe He finally went back to his old trade of 
carpenter, in which work he continued until his retirement 
in 1927, due to the loss of visione He was recording secre= 
tary of the Carpenters Union for nearly ten years. 
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THE ENGLISHMAN - « 


There were several unique characters in the town and 
neighborhoode smong them was John P. Murray Aynsley, a 
native of England. He was a graduate of Cambridre and 
served as an attache in the Indian Foreign office under the 
ViceRoy of Inc for six yearse Later he ensaged in coffee 
Plantation wor! in India until his health made it impossible 
for him to remain in Indiae He came to the United States 
of America in 1880. 


John Aynsley came to America to learn to farm and to 
regain his healthe He paid a wealthy farmer five hundred 
dollars to teach him, which was preposterous, while working 
as a farm hand. The farmer got the money, and dohn got a 
ead experiencee 


No one ever knew the true story of his life or why 
he never returned to the homelande He received an allowance 
from some source for many yearse Eis family evidently bee 
lonzed to the nobility. At one time he worked for ny 
father on the farme He would never appear at the table 
without a coat, although it might be very worn and shabb;ye 


John taught se how to ride my pony properly, how to 
hole the reins, and to mounte I have in my home to ay, 
many things he gave mé, a copy of Shakespeare, and a little 
leather bound birthday book, a large chrom picture of 
Jessica, famed character in Shakespeare. " 


I hever heard hin complain of the sordid life ho was 
forced to live in Americae John was a joke as a farmere 
He could never remember on which side of a cow was the 
proper side to milk, and many other thines of like naturee 
He knew how to handle a gun, to shoot and to hunt. 


John was always courteous and a gentleman. The last 
years of his life he operated a telephone exbhange ina 
emall country town, having become a citizen of the United 
States, he allied himself with the Denccratic partye He 
thousht he had a good reagon, due to the tariff lew that 
charged him three dollars and fifty cents under Xepubdlican 
administration for a piece of weddins cake sekt him by 
his sister in Ensland. It was classed as a luzurys -= 
(About one mouthful). This tariff receipt was used in 
Many Democratic elections later. 


John Murray Aynsley diced in the land of his aception 
several years ago, at Morley, Jones County, Iowae 
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MARTELLE, Tova 


When the Chicago and Milwaukee Railway, 1872, tore its 
way westward from Chicago to Omsha, across the country, throush 
farmlands and across rivers and over hills, it crossed the 
land owned by Charles “ihite Ormsbye A station was established 
at this point, named Nartelle. 


Previous to this, mail had been carried overinnd, and a 
post office called Prospect Hill distributed it from a farm 
house about a mile south of the new Railwaye In those days, 
letters were foiced. sealed with sealing wax and the amount 
of postake due was marked on the outside, and the addressee 
paid the postaree 


Charles White Ormsby was born in Boston, Massachusettes, 
dn 1819, and came to Jones County with his wife and son 
Charles Henry, in the year 1364. Charles White Ornsby was 
a cabinet maker by tradee He operated a shop in the town 
later, and his son farmed the land. 


Charles Henry Ormsby was born in Lawrencevills, New York, 
on May 23, 1545. He married Cornelia Coburn, in Baraboo, 
Wisconsin, in 1353. ‘There were two children; Francis Elliott, 
and Belle Ormsby Cole. 


The first store was opened by Frank Hoffman. It was a 
general merchandise store, selling groceries, dry gocsds and 
hardwaree Anything the early settlers ncedede He continued 
in this line of business throughout the remaindér of his 
life, and amassed considerable wealthe Jorn in Switzerland, 
in 1349, he came to Martelle in a covered wagone 


The first school was conducted upstairs over Leonard 
& Hakes Store, by Nancy Hakes, daughter of one of the partners 
of the store belowe 


The first church was a frame structure, moved from Faire 
view, an adjoining village, Ovwned by the Christian or 
Disciple of Christ Communione 
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THE PONY BRONCOL - 


Broncol was the most willing little animal, gentle and 
kind. She had such a lot of common sense, more than ordinary 
horse sense! 


One day I was riding her, and approaching the Railroad 
track that led into town and to my destination. Suddenly 
She stopped! I urged her to so on, but she refused. Then 
to my surprise a fast train came thundering by on the raile 
road tracke Eroncol had sensed its nearness, - and I had 
note 


One summer my friend Louise, and I drove her hitched 
to a cart which was the vogue at that tine, but very une 
confortable, around the country side and solicited sube 
scriptions for a little masazinee I think the price was 
less than one dollar. ‘ie were quite sure no one would 
refuse to subscribes. 


The publishers had offered a prize of & China tea set 
for trenty new subseriptionse Louise and I traveled miles 
and had o lot of fun, and secured the required subscriptions. 
After some lensth of time, I received a very nice tes set 
of pink Enslishwaree I wee so pleased and proud to reo 
ceive it. 


After I quit the school, in s little town, I had a 
little more schooling. Later studied music and art for 
a brief pericde : 


Taught a class in music to beginners, living in the 
country, one summer. My faithful rfony carried me to and 
fro on her faithful back, or hitched to the cart. 


That autumn I went on a visit to a distant state. 
While i was gone, che was turned into a pasture to graze 
and ea strange horse was later turned into the same pasture 
and kicked my Broncol and ocroke her lege In those cays 
Vetsrinsrians were not s0 wise or plentiful, so she was 
put to deaths 


My family kept the fact of her trasic end a secret 
until after I returned home. “hat a homecoming thet 
was ~ to find faithful Broncol no mores

On a hillside farm, just outside the village where 
I lived for many years, sas a unique character, stranse 
and peculiar, yet apparently sane atid harmless and quit 
intellectual in an unusual waye Eis nane is a welleknown 
name throucshout the United States, We “ebsterg althouch 
he may not have been mentioned in Webster's Unabridred 
Dictionary, it probably would have made interesting 
readinge 


This Yebster cane to Iowa when a young bachelor, 
very eny and debonoir, wearing cilk waistcoats, silk 
hat, and driving « dashing span of horses, attached toa 
covered carriage and making a big stir in the comnunity. 
He attended all public functions and bocaze popular with 
thepeople at larse. He soon courted and married a youn 
widow sho owned the hillside farme Soon his métanorphosis 
besan to take shape and he became a chansed mane Why = = 
no one ever knew. lHiis tiny little nouse of a wife 
catered to his every wish and was a slave te his idioce 
eyncraciese ‘hen I knew hin, he had chansed day into 
night and vice vorsae He ate his supposedly nideday 
meal at midnizht and sometimes would have a Lunch put up 
and then eat it outside the kitchen coor. He fed and : 
watered his stock any time before morning, if he remembered 
to do it all. ZI have seen him carrying buckets of water 
in the emell wee hours when returning home from sone 
funcGion by the horse and buggy routes 


In the summer months he would dress in excess clothing, 
overcoat, etce, insisting it keptthe heat out and was 
cooler. It was reported he had tied a srey sule when 
a colt in one of his stables and it was never taken out, 
ancit grew large and tall and could not stand uprichte 
Conseyuentiy it became cripded and deformed. thy he 
was pei.sitted to do so crininal an act in a problem in 
our minds todaye

I don't 
know how I was dressed, but Francis had a little plaid 
Cloake I thoucht of the new sights that I would see. 

Not so the little Francis. Sittins in his chair near the 
door, no word said he, besagn to twist his pants around 
his ankle, an? to sob a tearful good bye to his mother. 
We left her thst day never to see her moree It was 

about Thanksgiving time in November. In less than two 
months she went to her prave and in Heavens eternal rest 
she found a home that se could not have here. ‘Vhen 

I think of the hard lot we had, no guidance of a parents 
hands, when I think of the preat ioss we all experienced, 
my heart swells, and tears will unbidden fall. Orphaned 
we sll were at that early ascee PFardon me now, it is 
nearly 10 o'clock P. Me I must stop. When I awake in 

the mornings, I shall be in another mood, as my vriting 
will doubtless shove Good night. 


October 6the 12:30 Pe Me My mood is not so much 
changed 5s I thousht it would bee I spoke of leaving 
our nother at Uncle isopers. It was in the afternoon 
of thst day. This was south of Valpole villaze three 
or four miles. ‘unt Lucy lived in the villarse., Bidding 
our mother a last soodbye, the two little boys, one nine 
the other six, walked alone the four niles to Aunt Lucy's 
getting there about darke Later father camee The next 
morning we cot up, ate our breakfast of roasted srarce 
ribs and potatoes, and brown bread, and the three started 
on our walk to Bellow's Falla before daylirsht illumined 
the taste As we walked the Connecticut River was on our 
left, and what we called Fall Mountain on our risht, a 
home of rattlesnakes we were taughte 


At Bellows Falls we took the stage, and went to 
Wooster, Vermonte Father placed us to board there in 
a family by the name of Ladd, nearly two miles from the 
hat factory of Blood where he worked. Every Sunday he 
came tc see us, and if his coming was delayed, Francis 
certainly knew it ond would be restlegs on account of ite 
When father came one day and asked Mre Ladd what he 
expected to charme for our board, he replied, fifty 
cents a week for the smaller boy and one dollar for the 
ioreer onee ‘tie remained there but a short tine,when we 
were taken to a family nearer the factory, where Francis 
and I went to school until some time in February 1330, 
when news came of my mothers deathe On the receint of 
that news, father took Francis and went to Halpole, 
leaving me with Mr. Blood as his boye Mre Blood was 
@ kind man, was regarded riche He had two little vzirls 
but no boy. hen father returned he found me in the 
attic on a bed very Bick. Persons thousht I would not 
live, but father took the best care of me possibie, 
aided by Mother Blood, the Maiden matron of the house, 
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and I sot well. Soon after this Mr. Blood died, and my 
father broucsht home a new wife, in the person of a girl 
of about 16, and in June of that year I was given to George 
M. Youns, who lived in Lyme, Ne He I went to Lyme with 
Mre Young in June 1830, and remained in the family there, 
until May 1835, when they, coming to Ohio, I cane with 
thet. a 

We crossed Lake Erie on the last day of May that 
year. It ros a storny day and I was very sen sicke ‘Ve 
come into Cleveland either late on Saturday night or 
early Sundzy morninz, June 1, 1535. I have always ree 
garded it Sunday norninge It was after nidnisnt. Our 
destination was Newark, Licking County, Ohio, which we 
reached about noon on dune 3rde Mr. Young and his family 
remained in Newark, but I, then 14 years old, went with 
his brother-inelaw Benjamin treen, into the beech woods 
in Harrison township and encaged in cutting down the 
trees, and clearing up the land, and farming the Land 
clearede 


We lived in a leg house, and studied in a lor school 
housee In 1542 I worked one month for $10. Earned $15. 
more in clesring apiece of land. When I started for 
Granville Collese, my capital you see was £25. But there 
wes ea farm connected with the college, on which students 
could wor: for 6 cents an hour. I worked several hours 
each day and thus paid my expenses. Freon Granville, I 
went to Farmers College in Hamilton County, near Cincinnati. 
Begon tenching there in 1547. I taught in the collese 
ten years, from 1347 to 1557, when I resisned my position 
and tock charge of a school in Kentucky called Greenupse- 
burg classical Adadeny, I remained there four years till 
the Rebellion becain in 1361. Leaving Kentucky, I came 
toXenia, and undertook the superintendency of the Xenia 
Public schoolse In this work I continued 13 years to 
1879e In 1681 I went to London, England, where I 
remained seven years, returning finally in 1883. During 
these years I crossed the ocean nine tinese In 1890 
I was called there arain returning in 1691. Sé I have 
crossed the Atlantic ten tines. I witnessed one fairly 
vigovrous storm, in which the mountain waves looked like 
imaense mountains of rocke Great seas from on hich 
deshed domn upon the vessel, which made her trenble 
asp under a load too heavy to carry. 


I have said that Francis, a boy of six years, 
went to Walpole with father in 1350. I did not see hin 
again for 19 years, in 1849. Hy father fave me to Mre 
Younge i left -ooster with 'Mre Young in June 1830, 
and did not see my father again till 1249, 19 years. 
I left my brother Charles in Vialpole, living with 
Israel Fletcher in 1629. i did not see hin again till 
his youth and early manhood had gone, in 1386, I think 
in Hartlic. 
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I have given you the main points in the history of 
our family, and have drawn out my letter almost to a booke 
I am sure you will tire in reading what I hove written. 
My pen would not write well at first, I could not make 
Clear l-tters, and I have had to write rapidlye Do you 
want more, kindly aske I have written these thoughts as 
they occurred to my mind. I send with this a letter 
that my mother wrote to Villian between 1521 and 1322. 

I copied the letter from the original in 1853. You can 
tell Henry that while his father was a most excelient 
mon, yet he had some traits when a little fellow, that 
I fear have crovt out in hime You will see how he 
treated me when I was a little fellow. 


Don't you think that is what makes Henry so 
polite to the cos? See how I, a good boy was treated 
by my brother Charles.
